THE PRESIDENT'S SPECIOUS PLEA. 
President Harding in his message person­ 
ally delivered to congress yesterday made 
a very earnest plea for the ship subsidy 
bill, which from every indication is the one 
measure proposed since his coming into of­ 
fice to which he has been willing to give all 
his power and influence, and indeed risk 
his entire prestige in the effort to pass. 
His plea in its behalf was unusual. 
It was 
in fact almost tearful and no doubt the in­ 
tensity of his devotion to it will have its ef­ 
fect on those who listened to his words. 
It 
is hard to understand just why Mr. Har­ 
ding has given this particular measure such 
unprecedented support 
and 
what is the 
reason for what 
might 
be 
termed the 
frenzy of his advocacy of it. Calling a spe- 
% l session of congress with the sole object 
its passage goes far 
beyond 
anything 
* ,ver before done for a measure of this sort 
and there must be some paramount reason 
why it should have been done, but the pres­ 
ident in his message, gave no explanation 
for it 
Sincere as he is and honest as he may 
be in undertaking to force 
the 
measure 
through congress, there is reason to believe 
that he will not be able to accomplish his 
desire. Reading very carefully all that was 
said in its favor and giving every argument 
advanced the 
profoundest 
consideration 
one can not escape the conviction that the 
bill is nothing more or less than an effort 
to give to a special interest the govern­ 
ment's financial support in a private enter­ 
prise. 
Divested of all the specious reas- 
sons given by the president for its passage, 
it stands out p la in ly 
and 
b o ld ly 
m e r e ly 
as a means through 
w h ic h the shipping 
magnets are to be guaranteed a profit or* 
their investments 
in vessels 
engaged in 
ocean traffic, no matter what conditions, 
natural or otherwise, exist or should Occur

The government m a k e s no such 
guaranty to any other industry.

J. C. Mohler, secretary of the Kansas 
state board of agriculture, 
finds

been checked. 
The rural population of 
Kansas is now 54.6 of the total. Last year 
it was 54.5 per cent . 
This is a very small difference, it is true, 
but it at least shows the country is holding 
its own in matters of population.

.. ^iUii6r movement as iii progress 
other states there will be prevented what 
threatened to be an abnormal concentra­ 
tion of population in the cities, resulting in 
greatly curtailed agricultural production. 
As the conditions are surveyed which 
have held forth in the agricultural industry 
in the last few years, it is small wonder that 
farmers have shown an inclination to de­ 
sert the soil. The average man can receive 
the worst end of the deal 
one 
year and 
come up smiling, but when he receives it 
several years in succession th e y is justifi­ 
able reason for desiring a change. 
Thousands of farmers 
did 
desire that 
change and thousands 
of 
them made it 
Many of them arrived in the cities during 
the great industrial activity during the war, 
only to be made victims of the depression 
that followed. 
Many have returned to the 
farms as a result, which probably accounts 
for the figures announced by the secretary 
of agriculture. 
In addition to this, conditions have been 
slightly more in favor of the farmer the 
past year than they were in the years right 
after the war. It is being made more worth 
while to stay on the farm. 
But the agricultural situation is not yet 
what it ought to be. 
There are many va­ 
cant farms in Kansas that will remain va­ 
cant until farmers receive assurance that 
their profession is a paying one. There is a 
long way to go, 
but the 
prospects 
are 
brighter. 
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A T W U -E D G E D A R G U M E N T . 
Though there Has been no real demo­ 
cratic attack on him on this score, republi­ 
can papers are still defending the propriety 
of the president's appeal to the voters prior 
to the recent election, to vote the republi­ 
can ticket. 
The president, says the Phila­ 
delphia Public Ledger, in defense, “is a 
good party man and strives to do the 'be­ 
coming' thing.

If it was proper for President Harding to 
appeal to the voters in order to avoid a 
deadlocked government, it was proper for 
President Wilson to appeal to them for the 
same reason in 1918.

tant as the tremendous 
problems

confronted the country in 1918, and which 
could not possibly be solved and were rot 
solved, because the government was dead­ 
locked through the election of a republican 
congress. 
Mr. Harding “got by" with his appeal, so 
for as the question of propriety was con­ 
cerned, though scarcely anybody expected 
the appeal to accomplish real results. But 
republicans had better let matters go at 
that and stop arguing over the point.

TWO KILLED IN A

HONGKONG, Nov. 20.—Sixty-five 
Chinese 
buccanneers

have stepped from some ancient log 
of the Spanish Main, traveled

er Sui-An, when she left Macao for 
Hong 
Kong 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
Seizing the ship a few miles out, the 
pirates held her for 13 hours and the 
crew and passengers m ade 
Hong 
Kong today 
their 
captors 
having 
been driven away in sampans:, only 
after a fierce battle in which two 
w'ero killed and several wounded, In­ 
cluding the captain of the Sui-An, a 
French priest and another European 
passenger. 
The B ritish steam er, was carrying

pirates, heavily arm ed, were 
dis­ 
guised as first or second class pass­ 
engers. 
W hen the Europeans showed resist 
ance,

The opinion was rendered on 
re­ 
quest of Elwln S. Austin, secretary 
of the state highway commission, on 
the following questions; 
“Can the state highway 
commis­ 
sion issue drafts on the treasury for 
work in the m aintenance of roads 
immediately following the establish­ 
m ent of the fact that am endm ent No. 
3, received a m ajority of votes at the 
election November 7?” “And will it 
be necessary for the coming session 
of the legislature to make a blanket 
appropriation of the money left 
in 
the treasury after the setting aside 
of a sufficient amount to take care of 
the sinking fund and interest on the 
bonds already issued before we can 
pay out money for road 
m ainten­ 
ance?’* 
The attorney said in his opinion; 
“It is the opinion of this depart­ 
m ent th at 
am endm ent Num ber 3, 
which w'as subm itted to the voters 
for adoption on November 
7, 1922 
(if adopted by a m ajority vote of the 
people) does not authorize the state 
highway commission to issue drafts 
on the state treasury for such funds 
arising from m otor vehicle license 
taxes as are not applied ta paym ent 
of the principal and interest of the 
bonds issued under the provisions of 
section 44 A, article 4 of the consti­ 
tution of Missouri, for the purpose of 
being used in m aintaining roads, and 
that it will be necessary for the gen­ 
eral assembly to appropriate such re­ 
maining funds for the purpose 
of' 
construction 
roads and bridges 
or 
the m aintenance of roads. 
“Said am endm ent Number 3 clear­ 
ly m akes a continued appropriation 
of so much of the funds collected as 
state m otor vehicle license taxes as 
may be needed to pay the principal

direction of section 44 A, article 4, 
of the state constitution. 
“No words appropriating the

m ainder of said funds are found in 
said am endm ent.

“The lim iting of the use of funds 
to a given purpose or object is not 
an appropriation of them.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20.—The 
state board of charities and correc­ 
tions “is keenly interested in the de­ 
velopment and following through of 
the inspection of county jails 
and 
almhouses,” according to Homer Tal­ 
bot, secretary, in a statem ent today 
outlining part of th€ board’s program 
for the coming biennium. 
“It is the board’s plan,” Mr. Talbot 
said, “to carry forward 
its 
inspec­ 
torial investigation of 
each county 
jail and almhouse each year, as pro­ 
vided by law, and to continue the 
policy of rating these institutions in 
accordance with conditions found.” 
Likewise, he said that the board ex 
pected to push 
the 
inspection 
of 
boarding homes f >r children, child- 
placing agencies and m aternity hos­ 
pitals w’ith the view of raising 
the 
standards of these institutions. 
“It may be of interest,” the board 
secretary said, “to note 
that 
Mis­ 
souri, with 3,400,000 population, has 
provided for the present 
tw"o-year 
period an appropriation 
of 
$50,000 
for the care of neglected and depen­ 
dent children of 
the 
state, while 
M assachusetts with a population of 
3,800,000—only 
400,000 
more—has 
provided for the care 
of 
neglected 
and dependent children an appropria­ 
tion of $900,000 for this one year,” 
As a result of existing conditions, 
it was said, the board is forced 
to 
turn down many cases of m erit 
in 
connection with applications for the 
care 
of neglected 
and 
dependent 
children. 
Both as to the research and edu­ 
cational service of the board, 
Mr. 
Talbot said it was planned th at the 
board be represented at the nation­ 
al conference for social work and 
the American 
prison 
association’s 
meeting 
and 
to 
keep 
in touch, 
through 
first 
hand 
investigations 
and correspondence, with leading in­ 
stitutions of other states in the field 
of the board’s activity. 
It is the aim of the 
board, 
said 
Secretary Talbot, to inform the pub­ 
lic through newspaper 
stories, 
lec­ 
tures and addresses 
the 
needs 
of 
M issouri in the conduct of the care 
of 
its 
untortunate and 
offending 
classes. 
Calling attention to some of 
the 
board’s 
accom plishm ents 
recently, 
Mr. Talbot said th at since March a 
survey had been made of all 
the 
county almshouses and of all except 
one of the county jails. 
These insti­ 
tutions were rated according to the 
condition in which they were found. 
“The purpose of this 
rating and 
publication of rating,” he said, “was 
essentially to translate to the citi­ 
zens of the state 
and 
the 
several 
counties, in readily understandable 
terms, the findings of our inspector 
as to the condition of these county 
jails and almhouses. It w’as also the 
puu>ose to place before the public a 
statem ent of the relative adequacies 
of the several county institutions and 
to stim ulate local county pride 
in 
adequate care of the unfortunate and 
offenders. 
Since spring, it was 
pointed out, 
regulations for the conduct ot m ater­ 
nity hospitals, boarding houses 
for 
children and child-placing agencies 
have been drafted on the basis of a 
study of sim ilar regulations in other 
states. 
Following the adoption 
of 
these regulations, which Mr. Talbot 
said w'ere considered by the board to 
represent the most comprehensive on 
the subjects, the several m aternity 
hospitals and boarding homes 
for 
children which have applied for 
li­ 
censes have been inspected and re­ 
ported on. 
In addition num erous institutions 
Oi this kind which had not 
applied 
for licenses also were inspected. Two 
boarding homes for children, one at 
Kansas City and the other at St. Jo­ 
seph, w'hich, it was 
said, 
did not 
come up to reasonable standards 
of 
m aintenance, were closed. 
Since January I homes for 85 chil­ 
dren from 
32 counties 
have 
been 
found by the children's 
bureau 
of 
the board.

TOWN VIRTUALLY 
WIPED OUT IN FIRE

SIKESTON, 
Mo., 
Nov. 
20.—Au­ 
thorities today planned an investi­ 
gation into the fire which yesterday 
virtually wiped out the entire busi­ 
ness section of Oran, a tow’n of 1,200 
population, about 18 miles north of 
here, causing an estim ated loss of 
approximately $200,000. 
The blaze, -which was of undeter­ 
mined origin, was discovered in a

INCREASE TO COST OF 
FOOD W AS REPORTED 


By the Associated Press. 
W A SH IN G T O N , Nov. 20.—An in­ 
dicated increase of two per cent in 
the retail cost of food to the average 
family in the United States during 
the m onth ending October 15, was 
reported today by the bureau of la­ 
bor statistics of the D epartm ent of 
Labor, based on the prices of 43 ar­ 
ticles in 51 cities. 
Of the food articles, 14 showed an 
increase, which was indicated to be 
largely seasonal, such as 21 percent 
for fresh eggs and ten percent for 
butter, while 19 showed a decrease 
and the price on ten rem ained un­ 
changed.

Toward the end of the Stone Age, 
how'ever, a large number of families 
began making their homes in huts. 
Remains of huts built at that 
time 
have been found in 
many parts of 
Europe—as far north as Denmark, as 
far south as Italy. 


An outline of the remains of such 
a hut in Denmark is contained in our 
illustration. 
It is a circle of stones, 
not quite complete. 
Space was left 
for an entrance 
to 
the 
hut. 
The 
black circle marks 
the spot 
of a 
rough stone hearth on 
which 
iiie» 
were built. 
The hearth was placed 
near the doorway 
so 
the 
smoke 
could escape easily. 


The walls of this hut were made of 
reeds, woven through a fram ework oi 
branches. 
This is proved by bits of 
burned clay found in the rubbish in­ 
side the circle of stones. On one 
side of these little chunks of clay 
are the marks of interwoven reeds. 
On the other side 
are 
imprints of 
the fingers and thumbs which pres­ 
sed the clay into the hut walls. The 
clay was used to keep out wind and 
rain. It is believed the hut accident­ 
ally caught fire, causing the clay to 
be baked. 


The men who lived in such huts 
were both hunters 
and 
fishermen. 
They had ruds 
boats 
which 
were 
used in gathering oysters and othei 
shellfish. 
, 


among those the old hunters 
tossed 
away after eating off the flesh. It is 
believed that wild dogs aiten crept 
up to the camp to gnaw’ bones which 
had been thrown away. 
This was 
probably one of the ways dogs 
be­ 
came acquainted 
with 
men 
and 
were tamed. 


Remember that only part of the 
people of the late Stone Age moved 
out of caves and into huts. 
Thous­ 
ands remained In their old 
homes.

The wonderful little country of Hol­ 
land la maintained aa a safe place for 
human habitation by means of huge 
pumping stations and miles upon mile* 
of dykes. 
Were it not for the dykes. 
the result of years upon years of 
building, the sea would sweep over 
the land. 
If you should tik e a ride 
ie a motorboat around the coast, and 
peep over the dyke, you would dis­ 
cover the roofs of farm buildings Just 
level with your eyes. 
At the seaaide resorts the only hill 
in the place is the hill you must climb 
In order to get to the w aters edge. 
The hill was built by human hands 
In the age-old fight against the inces­ 
sant and tireless assaults of the ocean. 
Until about SO years ago the Dutch 
depended entirely upon windmills to 
pump the water to the canals which 
carry off the surplus water, so that 
the farm lands may not be submerged. 
Then steam pumps came into general 
nae, and the quaint but cumbersome 
windmills were pulled down. 
During 
the war, it looked for a 
while aa 
though the Hollanders would have to 
rebuild their windmills on account of 
the acute coal shortage. 
However, looking upon the other 
side of the picture, the Dutch enjoy 
advantages not possessed by other 
countries. 
By means of dykes and 
pumps they may enlarge their do­ 
mains at will. 
Today cattle are grax- 
Ing over wide areas, where 80 years 
ago fishes were swimming. 
A much larger scheme still Is now 
on font which will add to Holland a 
whole large country consisting of farm­ 
ing land as rich as the richest por­ 
tion of many of our states. 
The whole

is to be reclaimed, after being 700 
years under the wster. 
For the redemption of this particu­ 
lar area is in the nature of a coun­ 
ter-offensive by the Dutch.

The plan now is to recover all this 
land, and besides the economic gain, 
romantically minded people look for­

Some, however, foretell disastrous 
results from tampering with nature's 
dispensations.

say, forms a great drainage basin for 
the whole of northern Holland; if It I 
la suprre«*d the water that would 
have flowed off there in time of flo<^| 
may cause inundations.

great rivers flow to the sea only by 
artificial aid.

In constructing the homes of the cliff 
dwellers.

Velvet H at Been Made Since the Earl!. 
set Days of Which History 
H at Record. 


The art cf vei\ et making was prac­ 
ticed in the legendary days of Indo­ 
china. It is one of the oldest of arts, 
•ifica it was the first imitation of 
man’s first garment, fur. Even after 
spinning and 
weaving had become 
known, the ocellated pelt af th# great 
felines killed In hunting was the diem 
for Important occasions, sud the most 
beautiful of ancient fabrics shows that 
the ambition of the weaver was to sur­ 
pass his model and copy the far of 
the animal in something finer by far. 
The discovery of silk substituted soft 
threads for hair, and the threads took 
the dyes as do fur could taka them. 
Asia kept the art of velvet making 
secret 
for 
centuries, 
an 
exchange 
states. 
No one wore v elv et but royal 
personages, and it was for the most 
part seen only in the processions of 
the rajahs. Even in these times the 
Chinese and the Japanese rasp their 
threads with knives In order to give 
the tissue the aspect of real fur. In­ 
dian velvet rippling with pearls aa 
large as birds’ eggs, diamond dewdrops 
and cloudy, red conundrum, was seen 
in the processions of the durbar. 
The Arabs were the first to exhibit 
velvet to the lands bordering on the 
Mediterranean. The first caliphs were 
simple, pious, and savage people; they 
were not tempted by Asiatic luxury. 
But the Islam that came after the ca­ 
liphs drove its roots into the heart of 
the ancient world and Invaded the 
Aryan lands of the Hindus and the 
Ganges. The Arabs boasted of their 
comme rd a I zeal. 
Their caravans of 
camels crossed the desert and wound 
through the mountain pisses of Iran 
carrying rare tissues, jewels, and per* 
fumes and now and then a carefully 
protected piece of velvet lay under 
the folds of a praylng-rug. 
The splendid court of the Abbasside 
caliphs loved the silken pile of fabrics 
of India. Bagdad wa® a city of silk 
and velvet, and the conquerors of 
Africa and Spain contrasted strangely 
with the ironclad warriors of the 
Cross. In all the ages velvet was held 
sacred by the Mussulmans. At Me­ 
dina, In Damascus, and in St ambon I. 
they employed it to drape the tombs 
of their caliphs and their saints; and 
when their warriors set out to die up­ 
on the fields of battle that part of 
their trappings that did not gleam was 
covered with velvet.

AWAIT ACTION IN 
DEATHS OF FAMILY 


By the Associated Press. 


LANCASTER, 
Ohio, 
N o t. 
24.— 
Lancaster people today were looking 
to Columbus Ohio, for the next action 
in the death tragedy of the Hender­ 
son family. Whether Irving Hender­ 
son, his wife and their four children 
died of poisoning, or were asphyxiat­ 
ed by fumes from a gas stove, was 
expected to be disclosed as a result 
of a series of investigations under 
way at Columbus today. 
Examination of the vital organs of 
Mr. and Mrs. Henderson, analysis of 
food found on the Henderson table 
for the fateful Tuesday evening meal, 
and an investigation under various 
conditions of the stove used in the 
Henderson living room, were to be 
made. 
Authorities are awaiting the out­ 
come of the work. Local authorities 
admit they have run into a blank 
wall in their efforts to find a crim­ 
inal motive. 
No suspicious persons 
have been seen near the Henderson 
home, they say, nor have they evi­ 
dence that the family might have 
been done away with by enemies of 
Henderson, who was a non-union em­ 
ploye at the Pennsylvania shops. 
All indications, they assert, point 
to poison, if such was the manner of 
death, having been administered In 
the food. They declare that evidence 
seems to point to Mrs. Henderson as 
the perpetrator of the deaths. 
She 
is believed to have become mentally 
unbalanced brooding over ills, hav­ 
ing consulted physicians in various 
cities. Patent medicines were found 
in the home and there were many 
pamphlets of advice on illness.
